THE EXCITEMENT AMONG THE PE?PLE 
Colonel Taliaferro to Appeal to the Su- 
preine Court—What the Prisoner Has 
to Say of His Case. 


sSIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 3.—{Special.]— 
“The only verdict they could return.”’ 
“They did their duty like men.” 
These were tho comments heard on every 


Ilawes murder case. Public opinion 
demanded a verdict of guilty, and public opin- 
ion Was not disappointed. Solicitor Hawkins, 
who closed the argument, was not well this 
morning, and his speech only lasted two hours. 
It was a masterly effort, dealing only with the 
law and the evidence in the case. His speech 
was closed at 11 o'clock, and then 

JUDGE GREEN IN HIS CHARGE 
clearly explained to the jury their duty. At 
12:15 the case went to the jury, and they went 
to dinner before beginning their deliberations. 
It was a few minutes past 1 o’clock when they 
returned to the jury room. The crowd in at- 
tendance during the forenoon was the largest 
Since the trial commenced, and Judge Green 
wisely decided that the crowd must be kept 
out, After the crowd got out at the noon re- 
ess the doors of the courtroom were locked 
and six deputy sheriffs placed on guard. The 
crowd returned eariy and the streets 
around the courthouse were tilled with people. 
Oniy lawyers and reporters were allowed to 
enter the courtroom. 

HAWES WAS BROUGHT IN 
soon after 1 o'clock. He did not seem at all 
nervous, but had little to say, and most all 
outward appearances prepared for the worst. 

‘Are you hopeful of acquittal’?’’ he was 
asked, 

‘‘No,”’ he replied; ‘I feel that I have only 
one chance in a thousand with that jury.”’ 

For over an hour half a dozen reporters, and 
as many lawyers and deputy sheriffs, were the 
only occupants of the room besides the pris- 
oner. Stories were told and the crowd seemed 
unusually gay, except the prisoner, who 
never once siniled. Soon after 3 
o'clock the jury announced they 
had agreed upon a verdict, and Judge Green 
and the attorn-eys were sent for. Hawes pul- 
led his mustache alittle nervously when told 
the jury had agreed. When Colonel ‘Talia- 
ferro, leading counse) for the defense, come in, 
he took a seat by the prisoner, and the two 
conversed together until the jury came in. 
Most of the crowd outside had grown tired of 
Waiting and gone away. Atd:20 

JUDGE GREEN OPENED COURT, 
and ordered the doors of the court room opened. 
Only about 300 people were waiting outside, 
and they came in quietly. Among the nuin- 
ber were many ladies. It was just 5:30 when 
the jury came in, and every one who looked at 
their serious faces and down cast eyes said. to 
themselves 

“The verdict is guilty.” 

The crowd pressed forward, every one stand- 
ing up. Judge Green ordered them to sit 
down, and told Sheriti Smith-to arrest every 
one standing up. 

When quiet was restored, Judge Green 
turied to the jury, who romained standing, 
and said: 

“Gentlemen, have you agreed upon your 
verdict.’’ 

"We have,’’ answered Foreman Thompson. 

‘Pass. it to the clerk,” said the judge, and 
the written verdict was passed to Clerk 
Burgin. 

‘Silence in the courtroom,” ordered Judge 
Green. When silence was restored the judge 
ordered the clerk to read the verdict. 

THE VERDICT Is GUILTY. 

Clerk Burgin then, in a clear voice, read: 

“We, the jury, find that the defendant guil- 
ty of murder in the first degree as charged in 
the indictment, and say he shall suffer death.’’ 

(Signed,) N. F. THompson, Foreman. 

The silence was unbroken for an instant.

A Fire in Maryland in Which Several Lives

BALTIMORE, May 3.—A distressing accident

The Town of Warsaw Greatly Damaged by 
the Gale. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 3.—lReports continue 
to come in concerning the devastation wrought 
by the terrific cyclone which struck the town 
of Warsaw yesterday.- Warsaw isa post sta 
tion in Duplin county, and is part olf a town- 
ship which hasa population of about 1,500.

The Agitation Over Colored Representation 
5 in the Convention, 

CHarveston, S. C., May 3—[Secial.]—The 
negro question in the Episcopal church, 
which will agitate the diocesan convention, 
next week, has assumed a new phase. The 
laymen who seceded from the convention 
three years ago will have a conference prior 
tothe meeting of the convention. They do 
not recognize the legality of the proceedings 
of that body after their recession, but evi- 
dently want to get back. The Easter election 
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returns being allin, itis developed that the 
bishop has a majority of both clerical and 
lay delegates siding with him. The rector | 
of one of the leading city parishes, 
in an interview to-day, described 
the situation thus: ‘‘The seceders can enter 
only by presenting their credentials and their 
acknowledging the validity of the body. This | 
would involve a recoguition-.of the constitution 
as interpreted by the conventiop, and therefore 
of right of Mr. Pollard, the colored clergyman, 
to his seat. On the otherhand, if they decline 
going in, there is little doubt of a quorum with- 
out them. The convention will act on the re- 
nort of the committee as may seein best to it, 
Delegates tothe general convention will be 
elected and recognized by that body, also with 
the standing committee and board of | 
trustees of the diocese. ‘The negro question 
has practically gone out ofthe matter, Ear- | 
nest men on both sides have about made up 
their minds to accept the report of the commis- 
sion as areasonable compromise and go on 
with the serious work of the church.
